Burned Body Still Unidentified, Say Police 


Abadly burned body found ina field 
near the intersection of Ecorse and 
Henry Ruff roads has not yet been identi- 
fied, according to Charles Kirby, Director 
of Public Safety for the City of Romulus. 

The body—discovered at around 10 
a.m. on Monday, August 7, by an engi- 
neer who was checking nearby radio 
towers—may be that of a young, African- 
American girl, although the poor condi- 
tion of the remains made it difficult to 
state with certainty. 

The body appeared to have been 
burned at the site, and an accelerant 
may have been used. Whether or not 
the person was alive when the fire was 
sethas yet to be determined, but seems 
improbable. 

No other evidence was found at the 
scene, Kirby said. 

Among the methods that will be 
used to try to identify the body are 
forensic dentistry and DNA analysis.

Although DNA labs are frequently back- 
logged, it is customary to move cases 
involving children to the forefront, so 
results could be available in a matter of 
days instead of weeks or months. The 
findings will be compared to samples 
from potential victims and/or their fam- 
ily members. 

Despite the fact that the body could 
be one of literally hundreds of children 
who have been reported missing, media 
attention has focused on Raven Jeffries, 
a seven-year-old Detroit girl who was 
last seen near her McDonald Street 
home on the evening of August 4. 

An Amber Alert was issued for Jef- 
fries, who is described as being African- 
American with brown hair and eyes. 
She is about 4'2" tall, weighs approxi- 
mately 65 Ibs., and has a birthmark on 
the left side of her midsection. Accounts 
of what she was wearing at the time of 
her disappearance differ, with some stat-

ing that it was a pink T-shirt, light-blue 
pajama bottoms, and flowered flip-flops, 
and others reporting that she wore blue 
jeans, a blue shirt, and flip-flops. 

But Romulus police—whose primary 
objective is to solve the homicide, rather 
than find the missing girl (which is the 
responsibility of the Detroit Police De- 
partment and the FBI) — have not nar- 
rowed their investigation to Jeffries, Kirby 
explained. 

"For us here in Romulus, we're tak- 
ing this one step at a time, and consid- 
ering all the possibilities," he said. 

Kirby did state that, as of Tuesday, 
no Romulus child had been reported 
missing.

Lambert Gains While Taxpayers Pay 


To the Editor: 

| was at the July 3, 2006 meeting of 
the Romulus City Council, and heard all 
about Mayor Alan Lambert's MERS 
(Municipal Employees' Retirement Sys- 
tem of Michigan) pension plan. 

Last year, the citizens of Romulus 
paid $18,289 into the mayor's retirement 
plan. The mayor got an increase of 
$13,150 over the $18,289 —an increase 
of 70% that will cost the taxpayers an 
extra $1,100 per month. The mayor's 
pension will cost the taxpayers $31,439 
for the new budget year. This breaks 
down to a monthly cost of $2,600. 

| know the mayor got a $10,000 
raise, and makes $90,000 per year. He 
drives a City vehicle for personal use, 
and reimburses the City 5.5 cents ($.055) 
per mile. At approximately 18 miles per 
gallon, that's less than $1.00 per gallon 
for gas, while the taxpayers pay the 
difference at the pump. Mayor Lambert, 
you're the first mayor in Romulus history 
to drive a City vehicle for personal use. 

| also learned, at a recent Council 
meeting, that the Hannahville Tribes 
have not purchased the property with 
the big billboard stating that 3,300 jobs 
are coming to Romulus. If they were 
sure they were going to come, why 
didn't they buy the land? The mayor 
gave out 20% raises. Shouldn't he have 
waited until a casino or racetrack came 
in, so there was increased income? 

Our senior center was bought with 
government grant money. If the govern- 
ment cuts the grants, the taxpayers will 
have to pay the bill. 

Our new recreation building is be- 
ing purchased with TIFA (Tax Incre- 
ment Finance Authority) dollars. Resi- 
dents wanting to use the building will 
have to pay a membership fee. People 
are losing their jobs, taking conces- 
sions, losing their homes. | hope we

Food Stamps/FIP/FDPIR House- 
holds: \f you currently receive Food 
Stamps, Family Independence Program 
(FIP) benefits, or Food Distribution Pro- 
gram on Indian Reservation (FDPIR) 
benefits for your child, you only have to 
list your child's name and Food Stamps 
or FIP/FDPIR case number and sign 
the application. 

Information provided by households 
is confidential, and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining eligibility, 
verifying data, or qualifying children for 
other federal and state programs, as 
authorized by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Households may apply for benefits 
at any time during the school year.
